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PREFACE

The Camdeti Series already includes three volumes of documents 
relating to the history of St Paul's Cathedral In 1857, impor- 
tant surveys known collectively as the Domesday of St Paul's 
were edited for the Society by Archdeacon Hale In 1880, the 
Society published a volume of miscellaneous documents illustrating 
the history of the Cathedral, edited by Dr. Sparrow Simpson, and 
in 1895 it issued a volume prepared by the same editor, contain- 
ing the records of two medieval visitations of the churches belong- 
ing to the Dean and Chapter The present volume contains a 
complete text of the original section of the famous Liher Pilosus , 
the great cartulary compiled for the chapter a few years before 
the middle of the thirteenth century. The editorial work was 
done by Miss Marion Gibbs during her tenure of the Esher 
Research Studentship The thanks of the Royal Historical Society 
are due to the Trustees of this Studentship for the opportunity 
of publishing work carried out by its holder, and to the Dean 
and Chapter of St Paul's for permission to publish the text of 
the Liber Pilosus, and for many facilities given to Miss Gibbs in 
the course of her study of the manuscript 

Like all important cartularies, the Liber Pilosus is a many- 
sided record. St Paul's is one of the few cathedrals of the Old 
Foundation of which the constitutional history begins before the 
Norman Conquest. The transition from the simple community 
of clergy which had been grouped around the cathedral m Anglo- 
Saxon times to the organized chapter of the Middle Ages is illus- 
trated by many of the earliest documents m this series Its course 
IS traced m detail by Miss Gibbs in her Introduction Many per- 
sons of historical importance in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries 
were associated m various capacities with the cathedral churph 
of the greatest of English cities, so that there is much material 
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of biographical interest in the charters which illustrate its history 
As m every collection of early medieval records, there are docu- 
ments here which throw light on obscure problems of law and 
administration For the history, and, m particular, the topography 
of London in the age when the city became the economic capital of 
England, the Liher P^losus is a fundamental authority Its impoi- 
tance has always been realized, and some of the more interesting 
documents which it contains have already been published But a 
charter which forms one of a long series of similar records always 
loses something of its significance when it is sepaiated from its 
context, and if the Ltber Ptlosus had been far moie extensively 
drawn upon than is in fact the case, there would stilt be abundant 
justification for the publication of its original section at full length 
It was compiled for the practical convenience of the persons i espon- 
sible for the well-being of a great church It is a register of the 
documents — the “ charters, chirographs, and other diverse writings 
— which they or the clerks whom they employed considered most 
important Their opinion as to the importance of a particular 
document took little, if any, account of its historical interest, and 
they certainly omitted much that a modern student would have 
inserted But the attitude of such men towards the muniments 
m their charge is itself deserving of study, and it is admirably 
illustrated by the character of the documents which were selected 
for inclusion in the Ltber Pilosus 

In addition to the original section of this great cartulary, the 
present volume contains all that has survived from the contents 
of an ancient roll of charters, now lost, which m the early seven- 
teenth century was preserved among the muniments of St PauFs 
Cathedral Nothing is known as to the date at which it disappeared 
from the custody of the Dean and Chapter , no eighteenth-century 
writer seems to have been aware of its existence, and the only 
record of the documents which were entered on it is contained m a 
series of brief abstracts made by Richard James, librarian to Sir 
Robert and Sir Thomas Cotton Before the end of the seventeenth 
century, these abstracts, with other of James's manuscripts, were 
acquired by the Bodleian Library, where Miss Gibbs found them 
in the course of her work on the Liber Pilosus It was a fortunate 
discovery , for these fragmentary excerpts give the substance of a 
set of Anglo-Saxon charters which make a substantial addition to 
the known materials for the early history of the church of London 
and its bishops 
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A series of abstracts made from a roll which is itself of uncertain 
date does not offer much internal evidence by which the genuine- 
ness of individual charters can be tested Among the pre-Conquest 
charters relating to St PauFs Cathedral which are known from 
other sources, some are undoubtedly spurious To judge from 
James’s abstracts, several of the charters on the roll which lay 
before him were either spurious, or so badly copied that it is impos- 
sible to say anything definite about their origin But in a number 
of his excerpts he has preserved fragments of ancient formulas 
which must have been derived from genuine charters When all 
the passages about which there are definite grounds for suspicion 
have been set aside, there remains a little group of abstracts which 
make a valuable contribution to knowledge By a fortunate 
chance, several of them relate to a period for which charter evidence 
is very scanty Historically, the most important is a fragment 
of a charter by which Offa king of Essex grants land in the district 
called Haemele to bishop Waldhere of London There is no doubt 
that Haemele means the country around Hemel Hempstead, and 
the charter therefore proves that at the beginning of the eighth 
century, the western part of what is now Hertfordshire was in- 
cluded in the East Saxon kingdom The history of the bishop of 
London’s great manor of Fulham is carried back to the same period 
by the abstract of a charter in which bishop Tyrhtil of Hereford 
records that he has sold fifty hides at Fulham to bishop Waldhere 
with the assent of Sigeheard king of Essex and Coenred king of 
Mercia This abstract was known to Henry Wharton and it is 
quoted from him by Newcourt, but it is useful to have in an acces- 
sible form all that now remains of the evidence for this very remark- 
able transaction According to an excerpt from another charter 
of the early eighth century, Swaebred king of Essex granted to 
Ingwald, Waldhere’s successor in the see of London, land near the 
coast of Essex which he describes as situated m regione qm dtatur 
Demnget The description proves that the modern place-name 
Dengie preserves the memory of one of the primitive units of local 
administration known as reg%ones or frovtncta, into which England 
was nearly everywhere divided before the introduction of shires 
The earliest document in the whole series records that Ethelred 
king of Mercia, who resigned his kingdom m 704, gave ten hides at 
Ealing to bishop Waldhere '' for the increase of the monastic life 
in the city of London ’ ’ — a statement which carries the recorded 
history of Ealing back for nearly five hundred years, and seems to 
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imply that St*^ Paul’s Cathedral was served at this time, if not by 
monks, at least by clergy leading a communal life The many 
points of interest raised by these and other documents m the senes 
increase regret for the complete disappearance of the originals from 
which they were derived, and of the roll which once contained 
them. But the essential purport of each instrument seems to be 
preserved, and enough detail is given to place each transaction in 
approximately its proper setting On the whole, it is unlikely that 
the re-appearance of the lost originals would add many significant 
facts to the new evidence for the early history of the London region 
which Miss Gibbs has brought to light 
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The greater part of the work for this volume was completed during 
my tenure of the Esher Research Studentship in 1933-5 , I am 
indebted to the Trustees for the means to undertake it and carry 
it through The use of the cartularies and original charters of St 
Paul's, which involved long periods of work in the cathedral library, 
was made possible by the kind permission of the Dean and Chapter 
and the assistance of Mr Gerald W Henderson, Sub-Librarian and 
Keeper of the Mumments At every stage in the production of the 
text Professor Stenton gave his advice and generous constructive 
criticism Mr Charles Johnson helped me in editing the Latin writs 
of the Norman kings, and Miss Whitelock gave me equally important 
assistance with the English writs and excerpts from Saxon charters 
When the book was in proof Miss E Jeffries Davis revised many of 
the captions and the %ndex normnum The time and trouble which she 
so devotedly expended on the work produced many improvements 
and corrections in particular the sections of the mdex nominum 
which deal with London topography owe much to her specialized 
knowledge At this stage, too, the book benefited from the scholar- 
ship of Dr Hubert Hall and Mr C R Cheney As successive 
literary directors they handled all the proofs, improving the text 
and solving various difficulties with unfailing generosity and patience 
These are my major debts I am glad to have this opportunity 
of acknowledging all the varied assistance which I have had, and 
of thanking those who have given it The total debt seems so 
great that I claim full responsibility only for such mistakes as may 
remain I hoped to make a final collation of the text with the manu- 
scripts , but at Easter, when the proof was ready for this, threaten- 
ing political tension " necessitated the removal of the muniments 
of St Paul's from the cathedral for an indefinite period The 
final check has therefore not been possible , nevertheless, it is hoped 
that the text is free from all but minor errors

INTRODUCTION 

I THE MANUSCRIPTS 

The fragmentary extracts from Saxon charters on a St Paul's 
roll, printed hist in this volume, were made by Richard James',^ 
before 1638 They were found in volume 23 of the James manu- 
scripts in the Bodleian — coming as an unexpected addition to 
knowledge of the East-Saxon kingdom and the primitive church 
of St Paul’s, as well as a reminder of the kind of documents which 
disappeared from the archives of the church even as late as the 
seventeenth century. For it seems probable that James obtained 
access to this antiquus rotulus there, and not in the collection of 
a private person Various circumstances suggest this We know, 
from the fifteenth-century catalogue of the manuscripts in the 
cathedral archives, that rolls possibly containing copies of Saxon 
charters existed, although, from the brief descriptions which are 
given, identification is impossible ^ James used other manuscripts

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'' ex archiuis sancti Pauli ” ^ The hasty notes which come befoie 
and after his copies of the Saxon charters, are for the most part fiom 
St. Paul’s manuscripts, many still m the possession of the Cathedral 
And finally, an unknown investigator of the early history of the 
church, evidently working about 1632 for the cathedral chaptei, 
among notes touching customs and endowments taken from the 
larger cartularies, made a hasty list of place-names ^ either copied 
from the mtiqmts rotnUis,^ or from yet another similar document 
Dugdale, it should be remembered, only a decade later, having 
received the cathedral muniments into his private custody, woikcd 
systematically through them Did he then overlook this partic- 
ularly vital document ^ Possibly it had already been destioyed , 
but certainly thenceforward both the manuscript and the copies 
made from it by James remained outside the knowledge of 
scholars ^

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In the loss of the original manuscript the preliminary question, 
relating to the fragmentary transcript which remains, is the re- 
liability of James’ technique as a copyist and extract maker This 
can be approached by referring to other parts of his '' collections,” 
especially to those parts made from manuscripts still accessible for 
comparison, with due attention to his marginalia — his own running 
commentary on the extracts It is evident that James was a 
practised reader of manuscripts, a good Latinist, with an interest 
in Anglo-Saxon and a keen eye for all kinds of curious historical and 
legal points On the other hand his technique of using manuscripts 
had not been disciplined by the requirements of a scholarly subject ; 
sometimes he was casual and capricious, occasionally merely con- 
troversial and scandalous in his choice of extracts, overlooking 
entirely the essentially interesting texts m his document Neverthe- 
less, m copying any specific passage he worked with fair accuracy 
A typical example of his better work is found in his notes from 
Liber A,^ the early part of which is printed here. ” Ex registro 
Radulphi de Diceto ex archiuis sancti Pauli ” is the erroneous title ^ 
Of the three hundred and more documents in the first section 
he copied parts of eleven,^ including some of the most interesting 
in the volume, giving the folio references, but not indicating 
in any other way his extensive omissions His accompanying 
marginal notes give cross-references to other documents, or short 
summaries Comparison of his copies with the texts of Liber 
A shows that he omitted witness lists and changed punctua- 
tion, but there are no instances of careless changes or omissions 
of word or phrase, or capricious modifications in spelling In 
copying the Saxon writ of the Confessor, for example, he repro- 
duced the forms of the handwriting, and his variants are

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few , ^ m copying a long and difficult Latin charter of William I, 
his only variant spelling was sed for set, apart from the consistent

The questions of the date of the original manusciipt and the 
authenticity of the charters whose fragments remain arc foi the 
specialist in the study of Anglo-Saxon diplomatic The general 
considerations on the first of these points are very external It is 
nevertheless worth bearing in mind that any practical need of a 
collection of Saxon charteis on the lands and privileges of a gieat 
religious house would pass, perhaps with the conclusion of the 
placita following the Conquest associated with the Domesday in- 
quests, and certainly with the tw^elfth century Moreover, from the 
middle of the twelfth century onwards, the canons refrained from 
copying into their registers any other records of their pre-conquest 
history except such as seemed to support the theory that, from the 
earliest foundation of the church, the chapter had held land in their 
own right Of any antiquarian revival of interest in Anglo-Saxon 
diplomata or the Anglo-Saxon language there is no trace, nor of 
any time when the early history of the diocese was illustrated by 
anything but legend and the information gathered from Bede A 
set of early charters was in vogue which included an impossible 
charter of King Ethelbert of Kent, adaptations of three of the 
Chertsey fabrications, and an unlikely diploma of William I That 
these were selected from more genuine evidence, and were not 
originally fabricated to replace what had been lost, is one of 
the incidental possibilities suggested by the discovery of James' 
fragments And it seems more probable that the manusciipt was 
earlier than the middle of the twelfth century, than later 

In reporting for the Historical Manuscripts Commission on the 
muniments of the dean and chapter of St PauFs, Sir Henry Maxwell- 
Lyte noted that MS W D i. Liter A, stve Pilosiis, was a very 
valuable cartulary written in 1241 and enlarged at subsequent 
dates " He left it however with other interesting documents ' ' for 
a future enquirer to examine in detail ^ His report was published in

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1883 , but a substantially fuller description has not yet appeared 
Actually the miscellaneous contents of the manuscript (hence- 
forward referred to as Liber A) are so ordered that their detailed 
survey could take the form only of a calendar of several hundred 
documents — too bulky an undertaking for this volume, and of 
doubtful value An edition of the important original section (fos 
1-37&) only IS attempted As the whole manuscript needs descrip- 
tion, the details of binding, foliation and other points which serve 
to date and characterize its various parts are put together, for more 
convenient reference, at the end of the intioduction The more 
general points., in particular its relations to other St Paul's manu- 
scripts and the value of the texts in the original section, remain 
for consideration here 

The impressive senes of registers and cartularies produced at St 
Paul’s from the middle of the twelfth century to the fourteenth and 
fifteenth were clearly written to facilitate the business of the chapter, 
punctuating as it were the development of system in the archives and 
m administration ^ Liber A was not the first, nor necessarily the 
most full and useful of these The precedence implied in its 
shelf and press marks seems due merely to its size ^ Its historical 
place in the series can be known only one-sidedly, for all but one of the 
cartularies written subsequently to it have disappeared, the excep- 
tion being a transcript of a small, specialized register of the four- 
teenth century ^ Of earlier registers we have still extant, m whole 
or in part, Liber B, Diceto's Domesday register, Liber K,the Domes- 
day of 1222 — a re-edition as it were of the first chapter of Liber B ^

was a hhelhis which could be divided into parts (the titles of which 
bear comparison with the capUula of Diceto’s register, and show most 
clearly the topical connection between the two volumes) For both 
books, records were carefully selected and ai ranged to illustrate the 
traditional franchises of the cathedral and its property rights m 
manors, in churches and in lands and houses within the city of Lon- 
don Such rights, however, were anything but stationary in a time 
of such rapid change and exuberant legal and administrative 
activity as the later twelfth and thirteenth centuries If Diceto ’s 
Domesday supplied the omissions of Liber L, the cathedral statutes 
suggest ® that in spite of that work, the need was soon after felt 
for a still more up-to-date, more comprehensive register, which 
would cover the ever-growing mass of chaiters recording the gifts, 
appropriations, ordinances, awards, leases, grants in fee and con- 
cords, which were affecting the customary organization of the church, 
and especially the financial work of the camera ^ and the receipts and

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duties of various members of the cathedral body Liber A seems 
to have been the first attempt to supply this need , but it was 
started at a time when the task was becoming excessively compli- 
cated, before definitive arrangements had hnalty crystallized, and 
long before the steady flow of pious bequests had ceased 

A memorandum written by the scribe who started the work on 
the original section of Liber A may be regarded as a record of his 
commission, but scarcely of the achievement It comes at the head 
of the first folio of the work, before the entry of the first charter 
“ In this book are contained copies of all the charters, chirographs 
and other di-^rse writings found in the treasury of the church of 
St Paul by London in the year 1241 '' In that year the deanery 
became vacant, and we may well imagine that the incoming dean. 
Master Henry of Cornhill, formerly the chancellor of the church, 
gave the initial order with the consent of his chapter, perhaps as 
a way of approaching his first traditional duty — a survey of the 
business administration of the church Possibly the work was 
delegated to the chamber ^ Possibly also the persons made respon- 
sible were charged with endorsing and re-ordermg the stores of 
charters which they turned through , for it is noteworthy that a good 
proportion of the original deeds in the archives bear endorsements in 
thirteenth-century cursive hand of a character seen m the original 
section of Liber A — endorsements in the style of the “ titles '' to 
the first forty charters in Liber A and memoranda made thereafter 
On the other hand, even if such re-orgamzation was started, it is 
clear that the attempt broke down , the final organization of the 
original deeds, in numbered pix^des and armanola, being the work 
of a later generation In either case an unanswerable question is 
raised of the connection between the state of the St Paul's archives 
in 1241 and the number and order of the documents in the original 
section of Liber A 

On this point, however, two observations can be made by looking

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carefully through the part of Liber A in question On the one hand 
it IS evident that the responsible clerk started to assemble matciicd 
with some care, for in the first five folios of his work there aie the 
elements of conventional order He certainly continued to cop\' 
deeds in groups, large and small, keeping to a geneial principle oi 
selection His memoranda, for example, show that he tended to 
reject deeds which were no longer valid, and the gi eater part of the 
charters actualty entered are supplementary to material in Liber L 
and Liber B, touching, as suggested above, the more recent trans- 
actions which affected the personnel of the cathedral and the i outme 
of the camera On the other hand many lapses occiu^, a group of 
deeds is not invariably exhaustive, detached members, so to speak, 
straying into an irrelevant context, at a distance from the mam 
groups , and the closest study fails to reveal any planned sequence 
in the broken groups of deeds It is impossible to j udge how quickly 
the work was executed, nor how near it was to completion before it 
w^as left, about the year 1242, to be continued in the years which 
followed, in an occasional haphazard way The work in short 
betrays hasty muddled methods, as well as the loughness and 
omissions incidental to difficult pioneer work in a possibly disordered 
archive 

The execution of the manuscript of the original section did not 
entirely depart from the tradition of the twelfth-century registers 
The fine bookhands in which the cartulary in Liber L was written 
afford earlier specimens of that beautiful Pauline hand which 
Bishop Stubbs noted in the manuscripts both of Diceto’s histones 
and of his register Liber A was from its start a less elaborate 
work , the scribe appropriately adopted a small rapid cursive hand 
This however was well formed and vigorous , the carefully ruled 
and spaced folio used throughout, the rubricated titles and mar- 
ginal signa which accompany the first entries, recall the earlier 
productions of the St Paul's scriptorium Unfortunately soon after 
the abandonment or conclusion of the original work of 1241 came 
the abandonment of any kind of disciplined writing The remain- 
ing portions of the manuscript present the unattractive appearance 
of an untidy miscellany, the variety of handwritings is extra- 
ordinary, some being very careless, later thirteenth and early 
fourteenth-century work intermingling, owing to the practice of 
using margins and vacant spaces for fresh material Some of the 
margins of the folios of the original work were thus filled up by 
various hands with additional charters of a later date. 
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Finally a point about the cover of Liber A needs attention In 
spite of allusions which are occasionally seen to a hairy cover the 
manuscript is at present bound in heavy boards covered with a 
white, rough-finished skin, an ordinary binding perhaps as late as 
the seventeenth century To the back-board a parchment with a 
hairy underside adheres The upper side of this contains copies of 
charters The writing of the last of these corresponds with that 
found on fo 75 Referring to the earliest table of contents (the 
best guide, incidentally, to the stages in the production of the book, 
and its use in the archives), the reference to these charters is found, 
and the hairy^parchment is described as ‘ ' co-operterium hums hbri,” 
the entry being made together with references to charters on fo 75 
In short, not only is the original hairy cover of Liber A identi- 
fied, but the fact is established that once the book contained 
seventy-five folios only The untanned skin undoubtedly formed 
a limp binding of the same folding type as is still found on Liber L 
and the so-called Liber C (W D 2) ^ 

Compensating for the lack of order and completeness in the 
section of the manuscript here presented, is the large number of 
originals which were found to replace the cartulary copies The 
proportion is roughly one in three The earlier texts of Liber L, 
and the texts of later manuscripts, some of Pauline origin, others 
belonging to various religious houses or enrolled by Exchequer or 
Chancery clerks, provide further checks Still nearly half of the 
charters exist in the Liber A manuscript only For these it is im- 
portant to bear m mind the character of the text, as shown by 
collation Some of its deficiencies are of course self-evident A 
complete copy of a charter is seldom given , a curtailment is not 
always indicated, the ambiguous et aUis being sometimes substituted 
for the usual etc or et aliis nominaUs in carta Witness lists are 
most frequently cut short, and the common form of deeds of sale , 
but the royal title, and in one or two cases, whole sections of a 
charter, have suffered Sometimes idle additions or mistakes are 
made , e g Henry II is given the impossible title of Dominus 
Hiberme before 1163 > '' francis et anglis is repeated in an opening 
address , personatus for patronatus, patn for patrui, etc Collation,

2 The Cathedral Chapter in the Twelfth Century 

It has been suggested that the compiler of Liber A, imperfect and 
incomplete as his work seems to be, had the intention of selecting 
and bringing together proofs of the kind of -jurisdiction exercised 
by the chapter, together with the evidences of the hundreds of small 
apparently unimportant transactions which yet affected the divi- 
dends, rights and duties of the cathedral clergy, and the work of 
the camera, any of which might be a cause of litigation or loss 
To co-ordinate this varied miscellany of documents required on his 
part some knowledge of the structure of cathedral organization and 
of the working business system. To attempt to indicate how far 
and in what way this had developed by the time Liber A was written, 
is the purpose of the rest of this necessarily brief introduction.^ 

1 The Introduction by Bishop Stubbs in his edition of the historical works 
of Biceto IS the best available sketch of the history of the cathedral in the 
twelfth century This work, Archdeacon Hale’s Domesday of St Paul's and 
the texts published by W Sparrow Simpson, especially the Regtstfum Statu- 
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This subject does not exhaust the interest even of the documents 
it touches upon The early royal writs in Liber A are full of note- 
worthy points, especially those concerned with recognitions of the 
rights of St Paul's, and with the bishopric of London , the writ 
of Henry II about the service due from the bishop's knights is of 
first-rate importance ^ The many examples of twelfth-century 
episcopal letters — one of the features of Liber A — include not only 
original charters of Gilbert Foliot and Richard fitz Neal, but seven 
letters of Richard de Belmeis I, and one of the few acta of Robert 
de Sigillo , there is also the record of a plea of seism heard before 
the court of Theobald, archbishop of Canterbury, in the early years 
of Henry II, again a document of exceptional interest ^ The 
diplomatic of chapter acts and of the letters of the dignitaries and 
canons of a great cathedral church is still an unexplored subject , 
so also of the charters of London citizens Detailed study of the 
origins of the cathedral, of personalia, of the topography of the 
city and the only less important area immediately outside, of the 
churches in the London diocese, and the legal aspects of London 
property transactions, all these topics lie entirely outside the scope 
of this essay, although they are the justification for publishing the 
texts, and the corresponding indexes of their contents 

The extent to which the customs of English secular cathedrals 
conformed to a Norman pattern has probably been exaggerated , 
for their customaries, comparatively late in date as they are, and 
artificial in style and intention, do not afford very good evidence 
of analogies Actual custom was as much the result of internal 
necessity as formal plan Mainly in practical response to the 
pressure of a rapidly changing environment did the great secular 
cathedrals in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries adapt their 
organization and change and define their customs The particular 
interest of studying the process at St Paul's is that there the 
development took place on a substantial groundwork , there was 
no break with the past in London as m the cathedrals of other 
dioceses , the impact of Norman ideas came gradually, starting in 
the eleventh century at a time when the influence of the Saxon 
cathedral was at its height and the vitality of Saxon tradition strong

The primitive discipline ol the clergy of St Paul’s was probably semi- 
monastic, as in other newly founded cathedral chuiches The founder of the 
congregation, Erkenwald, was, according to Bede, zealous for the best kind 
of regular discipline , and the charter of Ethelred of Mercia to Bishop Wald- 
here granting land " ad augmentum monasterialis vitae " carried with it a 
suggestion that the bishop’s clergy still lived a strict canonical life below, 
James Charters, No 7 Nothelm, Bede’s collaborator, who became archbishop 
of Canterbury, is described as rehgiosus Lund’ eccleste presbyter [t 731) 
(Bede Histona Ecclesiastica, I p 6 ) At the Council of Cloveshoe in 803 
the person witnessing after the bishop of London was Heahstan, presbyter 
abbas (Birch Cartulanum Saxomeum, I, p 437) But, in the lack of good 
evidence, nothing definite can be written on this early period the fragmen- 
tary facts which are known suggest that the church was in close contact with 
Canterbury From the ninth and tenth centuries even less evidence has

middle of the eleventh century the founders of St Mary at Stowe 
used the service which was had at Paulesbyrig/' and perhaps 
the economic relations of its priests to the bishop, as a standard 
to which then own community should conform ^ Saxon names 
appear on the lists of canons in the early twelfth century ^ It was 
a primitive Saxon saint, Erkenwald, not any of the later Norman 
prelates, William, Maurice, Richard, whom the St Paul’s canons 
of the twelfth century adopted and venerated as their founder ^ 
Even at the end of the thirteenth century, when the influence of 
the Sarum customs was at its height,^ Ralph of Baldock, dean 
of St PauFs»< compiler of the Registriim ConsneUidtmim, thought 
it not irrelevant to include in his work portions of the ancient rule , 
and although approximation to the Sarum norm had certainly 
begun, Baldock’s work is most interesting as evidence of an organiza- 
tion with a distinct, deep-rooted tradition of its own, and an abund- 
ant deposit of local material from which to write up a serviceable 
hhelhis 

The problem, therefore, in discussing the development of organiza- 
tion in the twelfth-century cathedral, is to show the importance of 
the changes effected then, without forgetting the possible persistence 
of Saxon customs Were the changes by intention, or only in out- 
come, alien and destructive of the older system ^ For the outcome 
was certainly that the church of St Paul ceased to be local From 
a would-be-autonomous community of archdeacons, priests and 

The early comm-anity at Christ Church, Canterbury The available evidence 
however is far from explicit The first genuine extant charter booking land 
in monastenum sancii Pauli may be dated in the year 867 (James Charters, 
No 4) Only one of the estates given by bishop Theodred (942“5i) to the 
community of St Paul’s was in their possession at the time of the Domesday 
survey, although later grants made for the use of the community, and to

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lesser clergy, with interests rooted in the life around them, a chapter 
came into existence as a formally organized collegiate body, under 
the bishop, but controlling the choir, the energies of whose members 
were dissipated into very varied channels, many unconnected with 
the cathedral or diocese Before generalizing further, the evidence 
which exists for a post-Conquest reformation needs to be analysed 
For convenience the chief points are grouped around two subjects 
the foundation of a new prebendal system, and the dignities and 
offices in the twelfth-century chapter 

In the second half of the twelfth century the sc^-ndal of non- 
residence vexed the chapter On behalf of the residents the dean 
and chapter appealed to Rome against these absent canons, who, 
m the words of the rescript of Alexander III, (1159-81), desire 
to be equal to those who are assiduous in the receipts of all revenues, 
putting forward no other cause for their absence, except other 
revenues due to them from other churches, or preoccupation in the 
service of the rich and powerful '' ^ The opening passage of the 
rescript is especially noteworthy 

Pervemt ad nos de antiqua mstitutione ecclesie vestre fuisse 
hactenus observatum ut canonici vestri qui absentes sunt sicut 
etiam presentes singulis septimams panem cervisiam et decern 
denanos habeant et solandam.^ 

The papal judgement was that in future the dean and chapter 
should not be forced to give to an absent canon '' nisi quod secundum 
antiquam vestre ecclesie mstitutionem debetur '' that is, the 
allowance of food and money and the solanda , but not a share of 
oblations, pittances, or the '' profit '' distributions made from the 
bracinum or camera,^ which the residents were anxious to 
appropriate 

This text has a double importance first, as an interesting 
episode in the long dispute over residence, and second, in its reference 
to the anUqua insUtuho Incidentally it confirms other evidence 
that in the early usage of St Paul's solanda and prebenda were not

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interchangeable terms The former implied a small demesne estate 
ad preheniam} while the latter bore the looser, wider meaning of 
an individual allowance for a livelihood,^ a stipend Consequently, 
in considering, for example, the Conqueror's writ touching the 
canons' right of disposing of their prehendce,^ we are not bound to 
carry back to pre-Conquest times the permanent separation of small 
estates from the common chapter lands, to provide a living for each 
of the members of the chapter The inference, however, is that the 
chapter claimed and probably practised the privilege of dividing 
the profits of their manors and other property among themselves, 
according to% their own convenience The passage in the Con- 
fessor's writ, confirming the chapter's rights of jurisdiction, which 
IS additional to the earlier writ form m use since the time of Ethel- 
red II, suggests that they claimed also the kindred nght of at least 
rejecting episcopal nominees into their community and consequently 
to a prebend ^ The writ was perhaps issued when the first clash 
between Saxon and Norman had taken place early m the Confessor's 
reign , the passage in question, although expressing a well-known 
canonical principle, was yet eloquent of the attitude of a wealthy 
corporation whose interests lay in exclusiveness For a bishop in 
the position of William, an alien, without strong support from the 
crown, without great resources in his bishopric, the only possible 
policy was the one which William adopted — conciliation The 
Conqueror strengthened his hand by restoring some of the alienated 
episcopal lands, and by allowing him to build up a fee " m Essex 
and Hertfordshire,® but when he died in 1075 the canons were still 
in possession of their privileges ® 

The canons' claim in this traditional prebendal system forms the 
background of particular interest to the institution of the system 
practised in the twelfth century A text of the anUqua %nsMutio 
which evidently regulated this system no longer exists , but in the

Study of the property of St Paul's as described m the Exchequer 
Domesday, the original survey for which was completed in the yeai 
1086, the first year of Maurice's episcopate, shows that canons' land, 
not land of the bishop, was set aside for the twelfth-century solandae 
In Essex and Hertfordshire, Bedfordshire and Surrey, in contrast 
to Middlesex, no individual canons are named as tenants, ancl there 
IS no sign that the later solandae, established in the manors of 
Caddmgton, Walton-le-Soken, and Tillingham, in 1086 were dis-

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posed of as separate estates In Middlesex, however, where twenty- 
three out of the thirty solandae were later established, the property 
of the canons which lay between the great episcopal manors of 
Fulham and Stepney was broken up into estates, many of 
which were very small , ^ but, more significant, fifteen only, not 
twenty-three such estates existed in 1086, only twelve corresponded 
to the later prebendal manors, and only four were held by canons , 
there is much probability that the others were held m lease by lay- 
men, or canons of St Paul’s, on the condition of rendering farms to 
the common use If in short the Middlesex Domesday shows that it 
was no innovation for the convent of canons to grant to individual 
members of their community small estates {ad prehendam as may be 
conjectured), on the other hand it makes it clear that the complete 
twelfth-century system had not come into existence 

Facts drawn from Domesday, taken together with the scanty 
evidence of other early records, support this conclusion (1) In 
the bishop’s vill of Stepney Engelbric, a canon, was still m possession 
of the estate which he formerly held of Bishop William, holding 
of the bishop without power of sale and perhaps, therefore, as a 
prebend (11) In the canons’ manor held of the king which lay in 
the bishop’s vill of Fulham, the prebend of Chiswick was established 
after 1086 , for in 1086 this unnamed manor was assessed at five 
hides, later (between iiii and 1135), as Sutton, at three hides, 
but, as the St Paul’s survey of 1222 explains “ prefer solandam 
de Chesewick que per se habet duas hidas et sunt geldabiles cum hidis 
de Sutton ” ^ (111) The group of four Domesday manors, Willesden, 

Harlesden, and the two Twyfords, jointly assessed at twenty-four 
hides, later formed eight prebends which lay in Willesden, and a 
small adjoining manor, the manor of Twyford, contributing a money 
render to the camera of St Paul’s In 1086 the fifteen hides of 
Willesden were held by the villam ad firmam , %n dommio ml hahetur 
The land, m other words, was terra villanorum, not demesne, and 
as a unit contributed to the food of the canons Harlesden and 
Twyford were demesne, but Twyford was divided into two estates, 
each held by canons, Gueri and Durand Undoubtedly they 
enjoyed all the profits of the land But in 1102 Gueri’ s land was 
leased at a farm of five shillings to Ulfus, who was not a canon ^ 
The land never became prebendal, whereas Durand’s estate became

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the solanda of Twyford in Willesden, and he himself the fust preben- 
dary (iv) Another group of estates, jointly assessed in Domesday at 
twenty-four hides/ lay near ” London eight out of these nine 
estates perhaps correspond to the later prebends of Islington, Stoke 
Newington, Hoxton, Old Street, Rugmere, Totenhall, St Pancras 
and Kentish Town, but the four hides of the Domesday Stancstaplc ^ 
remain unaccounted for , possibly it was incorporated with land not 
assessed in the Domesday Survey because of its connection with 
London, into the later prebends of Finsbury, Mora and Wenlocks- 
barn But only two of the Domesday manors were held by canons, 
Rugmere and St Pancras In writs concerning the pp.vileges of this 
area, the Conqueror and Rufus refer to it as the twenty-four hides 
given by King Ethelbert to St Paul , but Heniy I, in 1103, calls 
it the twenty-four hides of sceolanda ^ The change of terminology 
IS at least of interest 

The Domesday survey and the corresponding charters of St Paufs 
thus give additional ground for attributing to Maurice the institution 
of a new prebendal system some time before 1103 Although what 
is known of this was done with the consent of the chapter and 
seems to have regulated and extended an occasional practice of the 
canons themselves, in the event it aroused a violent controversy ; or 
so Maurice's remarkable death-bed act of penitence suggests His 
revocations were wholesale 

Maurice, called to be bishop of the holy church of London, 
to V ^ the dean and to the archdeacons and canons of St

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Paul, greeting and paternal benediction Admonished by the 
counsel of my brother and fellow-bishop, Herbert of Norwich, 
I have repented of the evils which I have done, and especially 
against the church of St Paul and against you Wfierefore 
I beg you to forgive me what I have unjustly committed against 
you, on my promise that in future you shall have, as you 
possessed them on the day m which I was enthroned in the 
episcopal see, the customs of your church, and statutes, and 
elections and powers in giving prebends and m establishing 
manors ^ 

At least %nten aha, interference with the '' giving of prebends and 
establishing of manors was the question at issue , in other words, 
the problem of patronage in the prebends and possibly the kindred 
questions of custody of vacant prebends, of jurisdiction m prebendal 
land, and whether land once set aside as solanda could revert to the 
condition of a manor for the common use On the bishop's death 
the canons approached Henry I, and before the incoming bishop was 
enthroned, obtained a writ from him restoring their traditional 
rights 

Sciatis me reddidisse et concessisse canonicis sancti Pauli ut ita 
habeant et disponant prebendas ecclesie sancti Pauli et terras 
et omnia aha que canonicis pertinent infra ciuitatem et extra , 
sicuti ipsi et antecessores eorum melius et liberius habuerunt 
et disposuerunt eas in tempore regis Eadwardi et Willelmi 
patris mei ^ 

Exactly how Maurice's successor, Richard de Belmeis, dealt with 
the situation is uncertain , but by analogy with his acts in relation 
to the office of master of the Schools,® it seems possible that he 
brought about the compromise which became custom that the 
bishop signified by letter to the dean and chapter his nominee to 
the vacant prebend, but the nght of investiture, of custody during 
a vacancy, of jurisdiction, remained to the dean and chapter ^ 
Honours were divided , but by adhering to the work of Maurice 
— as he seems to have done — and by establishing his right to present 
to prebends — and too many members of his family were appointed 
to leave this in doubt — Richard made a fundamental if indirect 
change in the character of the community The reaction against

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episcopal authority which followed his death was short-lived , from 
the time of Gilbert Foliot onwards into the thirteenth century, the 
bishop was the pivot of the life of the church Through their media- 
tion, royal, administrative and papal interests helped to determine 
the personnel of the chapter , on them depended the promotion of 
men of ability who would serve the church well, as distinct from using 
it as a source of income A detailed analysis of the working and 
effects of episcopal patronage at this time would be of great value 
and interest Even the evidence at present available shows clearly 
enough that from the time of the episcopate of Foliot, the chapter's 
old claim to dispose of prebends was in no danger of revival , many 
hereditary interests disappeared , and the practice of appointing to 
cathedral prebends clerks making their career m the king's service 
was in the case of St. Paul's facilitated by the court connections of 
the bishops. The advantage to a cimaUs of a prebend in the church 
of St Paul was obvious , for the rules of residence, after 1192, were 
not exacting , ^ in any case, the proximity of London to Westminster, 
rapidly becoming the fixed centre of government and administration, 
made it possible for him to reside near, if not technically in his 
church, in a prebendal or chapter house , and, as did Master Henry 
of Northampton, Richard Ruffus, Master Osbert de Camera, William 
of Ely, Master Alexander of Swerford, and many others, combine 
judicial, exchequer, or other royal service, with some practical 
interest in the welfare of St. Paul's, and continuous connection with 
its affairs 

One other text probably throws light on the customs of Maurice's 
time Ralph of Baldock, dean of St Paul's, in pointing out that 
chantry chaplains were an innovation, writes pnmitiva ecclesie 
Lund' fundacio consistit in xxx canonicis majonbus xn canonicis 
minoribus et xxx vicariis pro quorum sustentacione primitus fuit dicta 
ecclesia certis possessionibus ditata " ^ (1298) As the limitation of 
the number of major prebends was clearly bound up with the formal 
plan of Maurice's arrangements for the singing of the psalter, this 
suggests that m his time there was some new regulation of the whole 
congregation of St. Paul's, not only its higher ranks The thirty

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canons who held solandae, the major canons, with their head, the 
bishop, formed the chapter which transacted the business of the 
church All the patrimony of St Pauhs was divided among this 
body and administered by them Subject to it was the body of 
clergy collectively called the choir clerks, with no ex officio share or 
interest in the business side of the church's activity, although they 
were supported by chapter revenues and sometimes witness chapter 
acts ^ The title canon, in the early charters of the chapter, seems 
confined to the holders of the thirty major prebends , not until the 
thirteenth century is there a reference to a '' small canon keeping 
residence for bis living,” ^ and again to a ” minor beneficed canon ” ^ 
Turning to the statutes ^ it is found that m the duties of the choir the 
minor canons shared responsibility with the major canons , they 
were expected to be priests , by the end of the thirteenth century 
four of their number were responsible to the dean for reporting 
the disciplinary faults of the choir , they were bound to assiduous 
attendance at the day and night office of the cathedral , from their 
ranks the working deputies of the greater dignitaries and officials 
should be appointed , their benefices consisted m an allowance 
from the hracinum, together with distributions which were the 
perquisites of the residents Not until the fourteenth century, when 
they had acquired endowments of their own, were they officially 
incorporated , their customs have a longer history, running parallel 
to the history of the chapter One merits particular notice, for it 
possibly throws light on the Saxon system of recruiting the priests 
of St PauPs from ” time without mind ” they themselves presented 
two candidates to the dean when a vacancy in their number occurred, 
one of whom was instituted and inducted to his prebend ^ by the 
dean It is probable that many of them were promoted from the 
lower grades of the choir and had been trained m the cathedral 
schools In short, in their customs there were ancient strata of the 
St Paul’s tradition It is possible that before Maurice’s regulations, 
their status was junior, rather than inferior , but episcopal use of 
the rights of patronage in the major benefices, the consequent 
growth of absenteeism, the relaxation of the requirements of resi- 
dence, the convention that a major canon need not be persuaded 
into priest’s orders, rapidly differentiated the two grades, leaving

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the priest of the lower grade, ^mnor heneficiaUiS, to pci form without 
much formal relaxation the old obligations of the rule of St Paul 
The presence of the thirty vicars among the choir clerks from an 
early date is also noteworthy They were not, as in other cathe- 
drals, substitutes for absent canons They had their duties in 
relation to the canon who was their master, whether he was resident 
or non-resident , and they formed an integral part of the choir 
Indeed, in the choir customs of St Paul’s, as recorded by Ralph de 
Baldock, and in the traditional rules of hospitality towards the 
clena chon of all ranks observed by the resident major canons, 
the primitive soctahs umtas ^ and the hierarchal st^-ucture of the 
older semi-monastic congregation of St Paul’s most clearly sur- 
vived 

Trigmta canonici ecclesie sancti Pauli cum capite suo cpiscopo 
corpus et capitulum constituunt et ecclesie negocia et secieta tract- 
ant 2 Nullus debet obtmere personatum vel archdiaconatum 

nisi sit canonicus de numero dictorum trigmta ” ^ It is doubtful 
whether the institute of Maurice was concerned with defining 
dignities, as was the well known institute of Osmund, bishop of 
Salisbury, Maurice’s contemporary The customs of St Paul’s, 
in this respect, were left undisturbed It is certain that the 
dean was, after the bishop, the first person in the chapter, because, 
m a letter, bishop Maurice addressed him before the archdeacons ^ 
Four archdeacons, a cantor,^ a magister scolamm ® (all of whom 
perhaps had special duties in the choir), and a custos hvacim,'^ (a 
kind of seneschal, responsible for the due render of farms from the 
chapter manors, and the provision of the food of the community), 
were among the first generation of thirty canons , but there is no 
trace of a treasurer, chamberlain, pemtenciary or almoner, as later 
at St Paul’s, or of a succentor or subdean, as m other English 
cathedrals ® The formal organization of the chapter had scarcely 
started , none of the dignities was endowed

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The precedence of the four archdeacons of the London church was 
unusual In the few surviving records of the chapter of Maurice's 
episcopate, all touching property transactions, it is noticeable that 
they head the list of canons, while the testimony or co-operation of 
the dean is never recorded It may be that they then exercised their 
jurisdiction over the chapter lands, and had absorbed (with or with- 
out the formal consent of bishop and canons) something of that 
responsibility for their integrity and good administration which was 
later the office of the dean So long as episcopal authority was lax, 
such a position was not injurious to the chapter's rights , obviously 
it would increase the power and independence of the archdeacons 
themselves And such a position the strong Norman bishops would 
certainly seek to undermine 

The possibility of this is also suggested by a letter of Richard de 
Belmeis I, addressed to his archdeacons 

I have granted to the convent of the canons of blessed 
Paul all those customs and liberties which they possessed 
in the time of the bishops who preceded me Therefore I com- 
mand our archdeacons, and in commanding I order, that they 
shall not in any way meddle with the churches or priests or 
men of the manors which pertain to the convent, but the canons 
themselves shall freely have, hold and order their manors in 
all things, as I do my own ^ 

In no phrase of this letter does the bishop imply that chapter 
exemption from archidiaconal authority was customary , the 
customs and liberties of the chapter were confirmed, but the instruc- 
tion to the archdeacons seemed to concede a new exemption The 
archdeacons, already excluded by royal writ (together with their 
bishop) from meddling m secular pleas, were now forbidden to 
meddle with what came to be called the peculiars " of the chapter ^ 
Already they had been excluded from episcopal land For the

limited jurisdiction left to them they paid to the bishop a cejisiis 
of ten shillings yearly, and made the oath of fidelit}^ to Inrn , ^ 
unless they held a prebend they were excluded from the lousiness of 
the chapter ^ Until the thirteenth century none of them had any 
other endowment but synodals and procurations ^ Nevertheless in 
choir, in chapter, in processions, they preserved then unusual pie- 
eminence , at Salisbury the archdeacons were the least of the digni- 
taries, at London the archdeacon of London (to mention only the 
first of the four) held the stall opposite to the dean ^ When Peter 
de Blois, archdeacon of London in the first decade of the thirteenth 
century, already bitterly disillusioned about the fiuiancial profit 
of his benefice, was troubled by the claim of a young and aggiessn e 
precentor for the precedence given to his office in other cathedrals, 
he appealed to Rome , and the customary dignity of his position 
was confirmed by Innocent III in a judgement later incorporated 
into the Decretals ^ 

Whatever the early powers of the archdeacons, the deans of St 
Pauhs, from the time of William, the nephew of Bishop Richaid de 
Belmeis I, certainly exercised a temporal as well as a spiritual 
jurisdiction , and, under the bishop, were the leaders of the chapter 
in all its acts ® They ceased to be overshadowed by the archdeacons 
So long as William was dean, his position as leader of the chapter 
was distinctly recognized by the writers of chapter deeds For 
example, m 1104, when Ulstan was dean, a characteristic deed 
opened anno mciv ab mcarnatione domini nostri Jesu Christi, 
domino Mauricio episcopo patrocmante, quedam femma . ’h 
In nil, the first year of William's deanship, the formula was 
adapted anno ab mcarnatione domini mcxi^ xm° Kal Augusti, 
dominus Willelmus decanus et ceteri canonici sancti Pauli dederunt " 
The 1104 deed concludes ad istam concessionem fuerunt 
archidiaconi Wlured canonicus, etc." , that of nil " huic 
donation! et pacto prefuerunt supradictus decanus Willelmus, tres 
archidiaconi et ahi canonici plures, in quorum sententia pendebant 
alii omnes Hi vero fuerunt presentes Teobaldus

In the time of William, however, the dignity of dean seems to have 
had no other endowment but a prebend , not until Hugh of Marney 
was dean is it certain that the church of Lambourne in Berkshire 
was appropriated to it ^ In the thirteenth century Eustace de 
Fauconberg gave the land of Britms, i e the manor of Shadwell in 
Stepney, as further endowment, and the land held by Peter son of 
Alulf in Acton ^ This land was purchased by Geoffrey de Lucy, 
dean of St Paul’s, then granted in alms to the chapter, while it 
was arranged that the dean should hold the manor at farm, the 
yearly render from it going to the support of a chantry ^ 

Acts of Richard de Belmeis I touching the schools of St Paul’s 
fortunately survive ^ The master of the schools of St Paul’s was 
also the master of the schools of London, with the right of granting 
the UcenUa docendt without which no master, except of three specially 
exempted schools, could teach in the city ^ A passage from Bal- 
dock’s statutes, although it refers with certainty to his time only, 
probably describes also the junsdiction of the twelfth-century 
magister scolarum '' His office is to enter clerks of the lower grade 
for ordination, and having examined them in the schools to pre- 
sent them for ordination to the Bishop , and to administer justice 
to anyone complaining of their excesses To him are subject the 
scholars dwelling in the city, except the scholars of the school of 
the Arches and St Martin le Grand, who in this and other respects 
contend that they are privileged ” ® Bishop Richard appointed 
two schoolmasters, Hugh, apparently in succession to Durand, and 
Henry, the pupil {nufntus) of Hugh , to each of them he granted a 
house within the churchyard , and granted to Henry, in ekmostna, 
tithes from Ealing and Madaleia These grants suggest that per- 
haps the Master had pupils under his care, like ' the capischola 
of the Chrodegang rule Bishop Richard also sent explicit direc- 
tions to the dean about the mvestiture of Hugh with the custody 
of the books of “ secular and divine learning,” to be given him 
scolarumque prvuilegio nostre eoclesu , the newly appointed master 
was to take charge of a catalogue of the books of which the dupli-

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cate was deposited in the treasury , an investigation into lost 
books was to be conducted , the books were to be kept under lock 
and key in closets near to the altar, q'ltod ad tllud opus fen imperavz 
It IS unfortunate that these exceptionally interesting episcopal letters 
can be supplemented by so few concrete details of books and studies 
in the schools of St. Paul's , in themselves, however, they are 
sufficient to prove the minute practical supervision by Richard de 
Belmeis of this department of the activity of the church, and to 
indicate the existence of an organized scholastic system early 
in the twelfth century, with a continuous tradition going back 
into the late eleventh century Whether the schools were re- 
organized by Durand, or whether he entered into a flourishing 
system, is of course uncertain ^ 

Little else can be gleaned of the organization of the cathedral 
under Richard de Belmeis Not until Gilbert Fohot was appointed 
was there another bishop at London who possessed the same degree 
of weight and authority In the intervening time some reaction had 
set in against the Belmeis family and the secular tendency of recent 
developments Obscurely it can be perceived in the controversy 
over the feast of the Conception of the Blessed Virgin whose re- 
establishment was probably opposed by the Belmeis, and the com- 
plementary dispute over the Middlesex archdeaconry, reserved to 
young Richard de Belmeis, the cousin of Dean William, by his uncle, 
the former bishop, and given elsewhere by Gilbert the Universal ^ 
The latent feeling in the chapter flared out on the death of the latter 
bishop, when a party of the canons seceded from the Belmeis faction 
led by the dean, and elected the most notable protagonist of the 
feast, Anselm, Abbot of St Edmundsbury, the nephew of St. 
Anselm ^ The dean's party secured the papal rejection of this 
distinguished person, and Richard de Belmeis was restored to his

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archdeaconry, but the bishop who was finally appointed, Robert de 
Sigillo, was perhaps not unsympathetic to them ^ Certainly his 
episcopate, although disturbed by the civil wars, coincided with a 
great revival of the cult of St Erkenwald,^ a resurrection of forgeries 
about the independent status which the saint had given the 
monastenum of St Paul's,^ and the passing of a stringent statute 
against non-residence,^ enjoining attendance at the day and night 
office as a condition of receiving the daily commons All these 
were movements with an anti-secular tendency The co-operation 
of the chapter with St Albans in the foundation, on St Paul's 
land, of the Convent of Holy Trinity in Caddington shows some 
awareness of the contemporary religious movement ^ When 
moreover the see again became vacant some of the canons even 
obtained a letter from the Pope ordering the election of a learned 
bishop '' rehgioms habitu decoratum," a mandate greatly disturb- 
ing to their brethren ® The election, however, which followed was 
simoniacal, and ended in the appointment of a Belmeis, Richard, 
the nephew of the former Richard de Belmeis Throughout his 
episcopate there was trouble in the chapter, and appeals from the 
bishop's court to the archbishop or the Pope Finally the bishop 
became a paralytic, so that two years before his death in 1162 the 
dean and the archdeacon of London were persuaded by bishop 
Robert de Chesney of Lincoln and Gilbert Fohot of Hereford to 
undertake the administration of his property and the winding up 
of some of the law-suits against him 

It was in these circumstances that Gilbert Fohot was translated 
to the see of London, by the particular wish of Henry II Henry 
was fully aware of the exceptional and many-sided abilities of Fohot,

as he was bishop of London he remained the friend, adviser and con- 
fessor of King Henry, and m the crisis following Clarendon, led the 
English bishops m opposition to Thomas, the archbishop There is 
no evidence of a clash between him and his cathedral clergy Partly 
this may have been due to the weight of his personal power, and 
his influence at court, partly to his use of his rights of patronage 
to promote men of his own family, cunales, young gbholars ; but 
impersonal factors were also at work Recourse to the papal 
tribunal was becoming very common, so that under its generalized 
supervision some of the more difficult details of cathedral organiza- 
tion were finally regulated Foliot, and his successors, successful 
royal servants, increasingly involved m a complexity of diocesan 
and external interests, found it m their interest to withdraw from 
domestic obligations Consequently, in the later twelfth century, 
within a strictly delimited sphere, m friendly dependence, if not in 
subservience to the bishops, the chapter began to perfect its formal 
organization and adapt to new conditions their financial arrange- 
ments 

The first aspect of this movement was self-conscious, a desire 
to bring the structure of the chapter of St. Paul's into some con- 
formity with the chapters of other cathedrals , hence a dignity of 
treasurer was endowed ^ , the cantor assumed the title of precentor, 
receiving a separate endowment, and, as we have seen, endeavouring 
to oust the archdeacon of London from his dignity next the dean ^ , 
the magister scolanm became the cancellanus ^ The second aspect 
was more practical, more obscure, but, in relation to Liber A, it 
is of more interest and importance

see It appears that Richard de Belmeis II, on becoming bishop 
of London, found that certain churches, ‘'said to pertain to the 
episcopal table,” had been granted by his predecessor Robert de 
Sigillo to Godfrey, a canon of St Paul's Having consulted with his 
archbishop, Theobald, with his episcopal colleagues, and with his 
chapter, the bishop decided to appoint Godfrey to the office of 
treasurer, and to appropriate the disputed churches to his use and the 
use of his successors We are left uncertain about what office, if any, 
Godfrey had held under Robert de Sigillo Godfrey then appealed 
to the papal curia against the intolerable burdens placed upon him 
by his charge, and a papal commission was appointed to consider 
his grievance It was decided to constitute the honor thesanrani 
The agreements and oaths made by Godfrey to the bishop were 
annulled Neither Godfrey nor any succeeding treasurer, in future, 
was to be bound in any respect to the bishop Two of the four 
disputed churches were resigned by Godfrey into the hands of the 
bishop , the latter then invested the dean and chapter with them, 
on condition that they should be granted to the treasurer The 
treasurer, from the profits of the four churches which he held, was 
to expend a sum of ten marks yearly on certain expenses of the 
church, including the stipends of the clerk of the sacristy and of 
three servitors , these, it is stated, were expenses which the church 
was accustomed to meet Apparently the indefinite liabilities of 
the bishop, so intolerable to Godfrey, had thus been exchanged for 
a definite part of the responsibility formerly borne by the chapter, 
leaving the latter, as can be conjectured from other sources, with 
complete independence, but a major burden of expense As holding 
churches of the chapter, the treasurer was responsible to the dean

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and his brethren for the due performance of his office, which m 
practice devolved on his deputy, the sacrist 

Before the date of this transaction a fund, called the treasury, 
for the necessary expenses of the church, had been in existence , 
for a certain Godwin, in making a gift m alms to the canons of 
St Paul's of property m London, stipulated that so long as his 
wife was alive threepence was to be paid to the canons, and three- 
pence to the treasury, but on the death of his wife a shilling to the 
canons and a shilling “ in necessariis ecclesie, scilicet canomci tunc 
adquietabunt ipsam terram contra regem " ^ This suggests that the 
“ treasury " was more than a fund for meeting the ej^enscs of the 
sacristy Again, Bishop Richard de Belmeis I alluded to the 
treasury as a place of deposit for documents,^ and, as we have 
seen, the treasurer, before 1162, was an officer appointed by the 
bishop and responsible to him, with responsibilities more onerous 
than those of the later chapter dignitary. It is at least clear that 
the modification of this office inevitably involved the “ fund for 
the necessary expenses of the church " in a change of name, and 
its administrators, in a reorganization of accounts 

In the first years of Diceto's deanship the first known reference to a 
chamberlain of St Paul’s occurs , ® the office clearly had been in 
existence for some time, whatever its duties were To the camera of 
St Paul's, after this date at least, accrued all the business of the

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church unconnected with the traditional organization of the manors 
and the provision of the food of the community — the work of the 
hracinum It received the profits of manorial churches, the excess 
profits of manors, the rents of the manenola of Abberton and 
Twyford, the dues of London lands and churches, and all the rents, 
within and without London, devoted to particular pious uses The 
finding of church expenses and the due payment of stipends and 
pittances, was the complementary side of its work , in the thirteenth 
century came the additional burdens arising from the taxation of 
clerical incomes ^ The charters in Liber A provide many illustra- 
tions both oi the existence of the chamber and the effects of its 
developing organization — to which, of course, other causes con- 
tributed the chapter, for example, took steps to have the churches 
in their patronage appropriated to particular uses , charters record- 
ing grants in alms began to be precise in their conditions, whether 
the grants took place tn captUdo or before a city court , the chapter's 
agreements touching London property, in a similar way, became 
more precise, and included clauses against alienation and other con- 
ditions safeguarding the chapter from loss of rents and the con- 
sequent failure in keeping the terms of a bequest But Liber A 
was written before the development had completed its course ^ 

The existence of some organization for writing and sealing charters 
in the twelfth century is on a pnon grounds a certainty , in a 
statute of some uncertain date before 1300, twelve writers of

The position in the twelfth century, and the kindred question of 
whether the bishop and chapter then had entirely separate organiza- 
tions, are entirely obscure And on these points the charters m 
Liber A afford no information It is one of the many subjects on 
which further study of the unpublished original charters of St Paul's 
may throw light 

Since the preceding remarks were written, Professor Stenton has 
called attention to a chapter in the twelfth-century Ltber Ehens^s, 
which is clearly based on documentary evidence, a passage of which 
throws light on the constitution of St Paul's c 971-84

It will be seen that here monastenum is a practical equivalent 
for ecclesia, as it covers both the clerus of the bishop of London, 
clearly secular cathedral clergy, and a body of priests who are 
perhaps the diocesan clergy The cathedral clergy acted with their 
bishop in refusing admission to a new member , but, if the writer 
of the Liher Ehensis follows his documents accurately, proceed alone 
in effecting the lease and the exchange 
The first refusal may have been canonically correct, for Thurketel 
was scarcely an unexceptionable candidate It is open to doubt, 
moreover, whether he eventually obtamed, even by influence, that 
pars et communio for which he first petitioned , if the general use 
of the word contuhernium is considered, the possibility is not excluded 
that he gained admission only into a confraternity In this case, 
this tenth-century transaction would fall into its place as a variation 
of the kind of agreement which was still being made by the chapter
